German Admiralty Charges Brit- 
ish Patrol Open Hidden Ports 
and Fired on Foe. 


| 


BERLIN, by wireless to the Associated 
Press via Sayville, Nov. 4—The German 
Admiralty has furnished to the Associ- 
ated Press correspondent the details of 
what is characterized as a second Bara- 
long case. A British patrol ship, flying 
American colors, it is declared, after 
destroying submarine U-41, deliberately 
ran down a rowboat with the only two 
survivors of the undersea boat, in an 
endeavor to remove the only witnesses. 
It is alleged that England has since 
prevented the intended victims, who 
were almost miraculously saved, from 
communicating the news to their own 
Government. 

The incident, according to the Admi- 
ralty, occurred Sept. 24, 1915, and has only 
just been learned of through an invalid- 
ed prisoner transferred to Switzerland. 
The -submarine, according to the Ad- 
miralty account, had halted in the 
neighborhood of the Scilly Isles for ex- 
amination of a steamer under the Amer- 
ican flag, apparently an innocent mer- 
chantman. 

The steamer ostensibly prepared to 
lower a boat, but when the submarine 
had approached to within 300 yards, the 
supposed merchantman suddenly opened 
concealed ports and began firing from 
two cannon and also with rifles, the 
American flag flying the whole time, 
the account continues. 

The submarine, ,irrepatably damaged, 
went under but was able to come to the 
surface later, for an instant. Lieut. 
Crompton, severely wounded, and Petty 
Officer Godau, managed’ to crawl out 
through an open hatch before the sub- 
marine sank forever. The survivors ul- 
timately managed to swim to an empty 
boat. The steamer observing this, ac- 
cording to the Admiralty details, headed 
full speed for the boat, not to save but 
to ram it, placing a lookout in the 
steamer’s bow to facilitate accurate 
steering. The Germans at the last mo- 
ment sprang from the boat and clung 
to the wreckage of it for a half hour 
when the steamer finally picked them 
up. ; 

Lieut. Crompton, wounded, and his 
comrade were left without the slight- 
est medical attention, in a small cage 
on the steamer’s deck until her arrival 
at Falmouth the following day. it is 
declared, although the Lieutenant had a 
double fracture of the jawbone, a broad 
wound across the nose and cheek, 
wounds in the left temple and on the 
finger and an eye shot out. 

It was not until Sept. 2 that the Lieu-

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GERMAN PLAN 10: 


PROTECT NEUTRAL 
SHIPS REPORTED 
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Berlin paper Says Guarantee 
That None of Cargo Should 
Reach Britain Is Required. 


BLOOMERSDJIK CASE CITED 


Proposal, if It Is Made, Would 
Abolish Enforced Discharge 
of Freight at Kirkwall. 


LONDON, Nov. 4—A special dispatch 
from Amsterdam features a statement 
of the Berlin Kreuz Zeitung that Ger- 
many has decided to make the safety of 
neutral ships carrying neutral cargoes 
dependent upon guarantees that no part 
of such cargoes shall be landed, wheth- 
er through British compulsion or not, 
at any British port. 

Such guarantees, according to the 
Kreuz Zeitung, can consist only in for- 
mal undertakings by Great Britain and 
such an undertaking will be recognized 
by Germany only from case to case. 

This is taken to mean that in event 
of any neutral cargo or part thereof 
being landed in England, the German 
Government immediately will cease to 
recognize the inviolability of ships. 

The Berlin paper implies that the case 
of the Dutch freighter Bloomersdijk, 
which was sunk by a German subma- 
rine off Nantucket Oct. 8, will be argued 
along these lines and it will be contend- 
ed that since the intermediate desti- 
nation was Kirkwall there was no guar- 
antee that the whole cargo would reach 
Holland. 

The British press also infers from a 
Berlin dispatch summarized in the 
Koelnische Zeitung that Germany pro- 
poses to sink all neutral ships, whether 
bearing neutral cargoes or otherwise, 
unless Great Britain consents to abandon 
the right to compel discharges at Kirk- 
wall of any part of a neutral cargo sus- 
pected of having an enemy destina- 
tion.

Connemara and Retriever Both 
Sunk in Accident in Irish 
Channel. 


LONDON, Nov. 4.—In one of the worst 
gales ever known in the Irish Sea the 
British steamship Connemara, with pas- 
sengers and a cargo of cattle from 
Greenore, Ireland, for Holyhead, Wales, 
collided last night, just outside the Car- 
lingford bar, with the British steamship 
Retriever, laden with coal. Both vessels 
sank immediately, with an estimated 
loss of life of about 100. Of the 50 pas- 
sengers and crew of 31 aboard the Con- 
nemara there is only one survivor. It 
is virtually certain there were no Amer- 
icans on board. The entire crew of the 
Retriever was lost. 

Many bodies are being washed ashore 
on the Irish coast. Numbers of cattle 
also are being washed up, some alive. 
The weather was so rough that it 
would have been impossible to launch 
any boats, even had time permitted. 
The Connemara was of 1106 tons. The 
Retriever was of 674 tons gross. 

A steamer service is maintained by 
the London & Northwestern Railway be- 
tween Holyhead, Wales, and Greenore, 
Ireland, a distance of about 9 miles 
across the Irish Sea.

THE PROHIBITION MENACE. 
Since the Post-Dispatch asked what the busi- 
ness men of St. Louis were doing to safeguard 
St. Louis against the menace of prohibition, the 
bankers, the real estate men and the Business 
Men's League have adopted strong — 
against it. 

The moral and material menace to St. Louis of 
the chaotic prohibition amendment has been 
pointed out. Its adoption would be unreasonably 
demoralizing because it would breed violation and 
contempt of law. The city would be many times 
worse with urregulated dens than with regulated 
saloons. 

Without gain, but with loss on the moral side, 
there would be a tremendous destruction of in- 
dustrial and commercial interests. St. Louis 
would suffer most from the closing of breweries, 
but the whole State would suffer greatly. It has 
‘been estimated that nearly a fourth of St. Louls 
industty and commerce would be knocked out. The 
great brewery plants bullt up under sanction of 
law and public opinion would be shut down. In- 
dustry and business dependent upon the trade of 
their officers and employes, upon the purchase of 
supplies, upon rentals of property, upon transpor- 
tation would be destroyed. Banks, stores, fac- 
tcries and land owners would suffer. Revenue 
from taxes and licenses would be cut off. The tax 
rate would go up. 

The third constitutional amendment is 4

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PROTECT NEUTRAL 
SHIPS REPORTED 


Berlin Paper Says Guarantee 
That None of Cargo Should 
Reach Britain Is Required. 


BLOOMERSDJIK CASE CITED 


Proposal, if It Is Made, Would 
Abolish Enforced Discharge 
of Freight at Kirkwall. 


LONDON, Nov. 4—A special dispatch 
from Amsterdam features a statement 
of the Berlin Kreuz Zeitung that Ger- 
many has decided to make the safety of 
neutral ships carrying neutral cargoes 
dependent upon guarantees that no part 
of such cargoes shall be landed, wheth- 
er through British compulsion or not, 
at any British port. 

Such guarantees, according to the 
Kreuz Zeitung, can consist only in for- 
mal undertakings by Great Britain and 
such an undertaking will be recognized 
by Germany only from case to case. 

This is taken to mean that in event 
of any neutral cargo or part thereof 
being landed in England, the German 
Government immediately will cease to 
recognize the inviolability of ships. 

The Berlin paper implies that the case 
of the Dutch freighter Bloomersdijk, 
which was sunk by a German subma- 
rine off Nantucket Oct. 8, will be argued 
along these lines and it will be contend- 
ed that since the intermediate desti- 
nation was Kirkwall there was no guar- 
antee that the whole cargo would reach 
Holland. 

The British press also infers from a 
Berlin dispatch summarized in the 
Koelnische Zeitung that Germany pro- 
poses to sink all neutral ships, whether 
bearing neutral cargoes or otherwise, 
unless Great Britain consents to abandon 
the right to compel discharges at Kirk- 
wall of any part of a neutral cargo sus- 
pected of having an enemy destina- 
tion. 


TWO MURDERS ON SHIP CHARGED. 


Crew of Schooner From South Africa 
Have Captain and Mate Held. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 4.—Warrants 
charging murder on the high seas were 
issued yesterday against Capt. D. 0. 
Killman, of the American schooner 
Henry K. Hall, and his mate, Fred Han- 
sen. Six members of the crew exhibited 
bruises and told a tale of horrors aboard 
ship between Port Townsend, Wash., 
und Durban, South Africa, and return, 
which, they charged included the mur- 

der of two of the crew. 
Capt. Killman and Hansen are 
charged in one warrant with the death 


of one man while Hansen individually 


is accused of the murder of another 
sailor. The Henry K. Hall was 118 days 
coming from Durban.

Connemara and Retriever Both 
Sunk in Accident in Irish 
Channel. 


LONDON, Nov. 4.—In one of the worst 
gales ever known in the Irish Sea the 
British steamship Connemara, with pas- 
sengers and a cargo of cattle from 
Greenore, Ireland, for Holyhead, Wales, 
collided last night, just outside the Car- 
lingford bar, with the British steamship 
Retriever, laden with coal. Both vessels 
sank immediately, with an estimated 
loss of life of about 100. Of the 50 pas- 
sengers and crew of 31 aboard the Con- 
nemara there is only one survivor. It 
is virtually certain there were no Amer- 
icans on board. The entire crew of the 
Retriever was lost. 

Many bodies are being washed ashore 
on the Irish coast. Numbers of cattle 
also are being washed up, some alive. 
The weather was so rough that it 
would have been impossible to launch 
any boats, even had time permitted. 

The Connemara was of 1106 tons. The 
Retriever was of 674 tons gross. 

A steamer service is maintained by 
the London & Northwestern Railway be- 
tween Holyhead, Wales, and Greenore, 
Jreland, a distance of about 9 miles 
across the Irish Sea.

foresight of the rulers of ancient Greece, 
The origin of the term ballot“ ts 
found in the Italian balla, a ball 
Evidence of the ‘first use of this form 
of voting is found about 200 B. C., In 
the Athens of that period the dicasts or 
Judges before whom all causes, civil or 
criminal, were heard, generally decidéd 
the issue by the use of little balls of 
stone or metal. The ball that was 
pierced in the center, or the color of 
which was black, sealed the doom of the 
offender. The ball of white, its surface 


y unpierced, signified acquittal. 


Seventy years later, or 130 B. C., the 
ballot was introduced into Rome as an 
instrument in the enactment and repeal 
ofilaws, in election public officers, and 
lastly, as in Athens, in the trial of of- 
fenders. 

As long ago as the time of Charles II 
secret orjopen voting on public matters 
had been advocated by the professional 
agitators and reformers; the Scottish 
Parliament voting in 1662 on the proposed 
ostracism of Lauderdale by the method 
adopted in ali jury trials. 

For more than a hundred years the 
question of the ballot lay dormant, the 
gradual emancipation of Parliament 
from. the power of the crown and the 
adoption of an open representative sys- 
tem of voting seeming to render it nec- 
essary. But the semi-feudal tyrannical] 
power wielded by the titled land owners, 
the wealthy commoners or lesser count; 
magnates upon the humbler class of 
voters brought about a revival of tha 
agitation for the secret ‘ballot at the be- 
ginning of the nineteenth century; the 
battles carried on in successive genera- 
tions by Jeremy Bentham,. Daniel O’Con- 
nell, Grote, Macaulay, Hume, Berkeley 
and John Bright and lukewarmly sup- 
ported by Lord John Russell, Lord Mel- 
bourne, Earl Grey, the Earl of Derby, 
Disraeli and Gladstone, being finally 
adopted in 1872 on ts passage of the 
blanket measure framed by W. E. For- 
ster and providing every kind of awe- 
some penalty for the treating, corrup- 
tion, intimidation of ihe rustic class.

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PRUGRAM POLICY 


Will Give Public More of What 
It Wants“ and American 
Works. 


TALKS ON, “ENCORE EVIL” 


Hopes to Abate It This Season; 
Will Yield Baton to Guest“ 
Conductors. 


Max Zach, director of the Symphony 
Orchestra, who has returned from his 
vacation in Boston and Atlantic City for 
the winter’s season, begirining with a 
“pop” concert on Nov. 12, and who 
spoke concerning his plans at the City 
Club’s luncheon today, outlined for the 
Post-Dispatch several important prin- 
ciples of policy, some of them novel, 
which will guide his programs this year. 

For the first time,“ he said, “ ‘guest’ 
conductors will be permitted to direct 
their own works at two of the concerts. 
Otto Weidig of Chicago will conduct his 
‘Symphonic Suite’ at the fifth pair of 
concerts, and Edgar Stillman Kelly of 
Cincinnatti has been invited to direct 
his ‘Alladin Suite’ at the second con- 
certs. He is expected to accept. 

“Several works with which I may not 


on the ground that the public, modern- 
ist and conservative, is entitled in some 
degree to hear what it wants. Consid- 
erable attention will be accorded to 
ultra modern music, for it is an un- 
coubted fact that many persons are 
wearied of the Old-fashioned tunes with 
acc ents. As an example of im- 
pressionistic music, Debussy’s ‘Le Mer,’ 
which sent the conservatives into con- 
vulsions two years ago, may be repeat- 
ed. If not, its place will be taken by 
the same composer’s ‘Iberia,’ a some- 
what more tangible work, with Spanish 
rhythms. Debussy has certainly struck 
cut an important new path in music, as 
is shown by the fact that many of his 
innovations were adopted by so severe 
a classicist as the late Max Reger, called 
‘the modern Bach.’ 


Grainger’s Music on Programs. 
Percy Grainger’s In a Nutshell Suite’ 


will be given at the first concerts, Nov. 
17 and 18, because Grainger seems to be 
at present the man of the hour in 
music. Whether this work is of en- 
during merit may be a question, but the 
public has a right to hear such compo- 
sitions and judge of them for itself. 
The proviso may be made that some of 
the novel instruments used in the suite— 
maribas, narimbaphones, staff bells, 
etc., are familiar in vaudeville. 

“Seven and possibly eight American 
composers will be represented on the 
programs, as I believe the public has a 
right to know what is being accom- 
plished in creative music in this country. 
Although the United States has produced 
no Beethovens and Wagners, I feel it 
the duty of a conductor to make avail- 
able to the public the best work being 
done here. 

“at the first concert a symphonic 
suite, The Sphinx,’ by Samuel Bollinger 
of St. Louis, will be played, because this 
composition won first prize in the or- 
chestral division of the St. Louis Art 
League’s contest last year. The works 
by Weldig and Kelly have been men- 
tioned. In addition, we shall play the 
‘Symphonic Phantasie’ by George F. 
Boyle of Baltimore; Chadwick's sym- 
phonic poem, Tam O’Shanter,’ and ex- 
cellent and humorous work; and a new 
composition by Frederick Converse, 
which I played with the composer in the 
first four-hand draft this summer at the 
Composers’ Club in Boston. Mrs. H. . 
A. Beach, soloist at one of the concerts, 
will play her new piano concerto. At 
the ninth pair of concerts Zimbalist may 
play a new violin concerto by Frederick 
Stock of Chicago.“ 

Talks on “Encore Evil.” 

Zach expressed vigorous convictions on 
the impropriety of permitting soloists at 
symphony concerts to give an unlimited 
number of encores, or, in fact, any en- 
cores at all, and said that since he can- 
not at present abolish the encore evil,“ 
he would try to abate it by the new 
policy of placing soloists at.the end of 
the concert, where any recall numbers 
they may earn will not disrupt the con- 
tinuity of the program. | 

“I feel strongly,” he said, that St. 
Louls would be a better recital town if 
music lovers here were not accustomed 
to get a symphony concert and a recital 
all in one. By permitting extra num- 


| bers, the public's interest in an artist's 


performance is satiated, instead of being 
merely whetted. What is the use of 
maintaining an expensive symphony or- 
chestra if it is only to provide a frame- 
work for piano and violin recitals? .

THE GIRL PHILIPPA. 

T is evident that Robert W. Cham- 
bers, prodigious producer of pop - 
lar fiction, after writing his forty- 

fourth novel, took a course of training 
at the movies before beginning The Girl 
Philippa.“ This novel, his forty-fifth, 
is a movie thriller in umpteen episodes, 
of the impossible and indefensible sort 
for which some newspapers stand spon- 
sor. ° 


is cashier of a cabaret in Northern 
France when the story begins. There 
is no particular reason for naming the 
story after her, except that she mean- 
ders through the episodes that follow 
and is the heroine of several thrilling 
rescues in which one can almost hear 
the popping of the automatics. and see 
their smoke.

Mr. Chambers fills more 
than 500 pages without getting any- 
where in particular, but he provides as 
much excitement as the most hysterieal 
movie fanatic could ask for. Mr. Cham- 
bers is going nicely, under a full head 
of steam, when the end comes. If he 
could have gone on for, say, anqther 500 
pages, he could have told about a great 
many exciting things“that might have 
happened in the next few days, con- 
cerning which the reader must fall back 
on an imagination torn to tatters by the 
rush of events in the story. 

There is an American artist who has 
to be wooed by the girl Philippa, a gray 
daughter of St. Vincent de Paul, 
who falls in love with one of the young 
Englishmen, a Countess, a spy whose 
double-dealing provides part of the ex- 
citement, and some very wicked 
apaches from the streets of Paris who 
do the rough stuff.

WELLS SEES LIGHT. | 

S a good Englishman, H. G. Wells 
A has lent his talent to his country 

during this crisis, even to the ex- 
tent of forgetting his ideals of brother- 
hood and universal peace, at times. In 
his latest, however, Wells is a prophet 
again to the extent of seeing the point 
of view of the other side. He sees that 
what to the Britisher is British may be 
to the Teuton, German. If the highest 
ideals and noblest aspirations mean to 
Wells British culture, the highest ideals 
and noble aspirations hé comes to realize 
may mean to the Teuton German “kul- 
tur,” even though the word has deen 
misunderstood by those who do not 
know German well enough to under- 
stand its real significance. 

In “Mr. Britling Sees It Through” 
Wells can hardiy be said to tell a story. 
There is hardly any plot to the thing and 
the little of plot it contains is really left 
unfinished. But those interested in Mr. 
Wells’ opinion about phases of the war 
and the psychology of the English in 
the days preceding and in the beginning 
of the European conflagration, will find 
the book interesting. 

There is some criticism of America 
and her attitude toward the war. The 
criticism is as ill-advised as it is un- 
called for. It only mars the ‘book, It 
seems that people at war cannot bear 
to see anyone stay out of it. That, 
however, need not keep Americans from 
reading and thinking over the latest out- 
put of the brilliant English author. Here 
are some gems from the book: 

“War is a curtain of dense biack 
fabric across all the hopes and kindli- 
ness of mankind.”’ 

„It ig you and I who must stop these 
wars, these massacres of boys.“ : 
Tou are as little responsible for that 
Germany as I am for—Sir Edward Grey. 
But this happened over you; you did 
not do your utmost to prevent it-even 
as England has happened and I have 
let it happen over me“! 

“Let us make ourselves the watchers 
and guardians of the order of the 
world— 

“Tf only for love of our dend N 

„Let us pledge ourselves to service. 
Let us set ourselves with all our minds 
and all our hearts to the perfecting and 
working out of the methods of demo- 
racy and the ending forever of the 
Kings and Emperors and priestcrafts 
and the bands of adventurers, the trad- 
ers and the owners and fosestaliers who 
have betrayed mankind into this mo- 
rass of hate and blood—in which our 
sons are lost—in which we flounder 
still’’——

the war, writes to a German father who 
also lost a son in the war.

BOOKS 


“Laws AFFECTING WOMEN AND 
CHILDREN.” 

ROBABLY few women in any State} 

really know what kind of laws 
they are living under; and rarely |: 
does a woman inquire, when moving 
from one State into another, whether 
she is making a change for the worse or 
for the better in regard to the laws 
which affect herself, her property and 
her children. It is not an easy task 
for anyone not a lawyer to unravel the 
mysteries-of the statute books, and con- 
sequently there has been considerable ex- 
cuse for the prevailing ignorancé. The 
appearance of a little volume by Annie 
G. Porritt, entitled “Laws Affecting 
Women and Children,” published by the 
National Women Suffrage Publishing 
Co., removes this difficulty and with 
little trouble women can now inform 
themselves as to the comparative legal 


advantages offered by the different 
States. 


In addition to ag explanation of the 
laws concerning woman labor and mini- 
mum wages in the various states, the 
subjects covered by. the author, include 
mothers’ Pension laws, the laws concern- 
ing the guardianship of children, thd age 
of consent of girls and married women’s 
property. There is a section covering 
public morality, including the red light 
injunction and abatement law and the 
restriction of the liquor trade.

GOOD SHORT PLAYS.
